Moscow, Jan. 15 (AP).—A new 
“spy casc.” which may rival in sen­ 
sation the celebrated British Metro­ 
politan-Vickers affair, has arisen in 
Russia, it was disclosed Sunduy.

ager and five foreign representatives 
of the Controll company branch of 
Soclete Generaledes Surveillances, 
Ltd., of Geneva 
They were charged with economic 
espionage. 
The company is an international 
organization which certifies exports 
from principal ports of the world. 
20 Russians Also Ender Arrest 
Twenty Russian employes of the 
firm, which has functioned in Soviet 
Russia for a dozen years, have also 
been taken into custody. 
The foreigners under arrest are 
two Austrian subjects, two Germans, 
one Belgian and one Dane, all of 
whom have represented the com­ 
pany for many years in this coun­ 
try.
